During calendar year 199@, the State cf New Hampshire experienced 
ari average rumber cf wildfires. The three leading causes cf these 
Wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit fram the Forest 
Fire Warden, permit fires that escaped comtral and rekindled fires. 
All af these fires are preventable, but GNLY with yaur help. 


Flease help your tawn and state forest fire officials with 
ferest fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) 
requires that, "Nc perscm, firm or corporation shall kindle or 
cause tc be kindled any fire or burn cr cause ta be burned any 
material in the caper, except when the greaund is cavered with sricw, 
without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire 





Vicelations of RSA 224:27 II and the cther burning laws cf the state 


are misdemeancars punishable by fines up toa $1,@@@ and/or a year in 
jail, and the person is also liable for paying all fire suppressian 
casts. 


The State cf New Hampshire Division caf Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns ir, wildland fire suppression during 1989, including a 262 
acre fire in Moaultenmborce and several fires in Hacksett. 


In 199@, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands trained 
844 local Wardens ard Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command System 
(ICS), an incident management system for all types cf emergencies. In 
1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A foam in wildfire 
suppressicn.

WHITEFIELD PLANNING BOARD 


The eccemamic recession which has gripped all the New England 
states has had a noticeable effect cn the Whitefield FPlarming 
Hoard. The level of develapment pressure cn cur toawn has 
subsided dramatically, with significantly fewer subdivisicns 
being presented. Twa large prajects -- a senior citizen's 
housing praject cm Spring Street and a town house/comdaminium 
preposal for Burns Fond -- have beer withdrawn for the present 
time. Given the present real estate market, we dca not expect tea 
see any real development pressure again until 1992 oar 1993. 


The Whitefield Camprehenssive Develcpment Guide -- cur 
version of a "flexible" zcming plan -- was defeated this year by 
a e-vote margin. This guide, which tock caver three years toa 
preduce, would have given the Whitefield Flarming Hoard the legal 
right tc regulate what is built cn a piece cf property. It 
specifically would have established guidelines for the 
construction af condaminiums, ccmmercial enterprises, and 
industrial facilities. Withcut the adaption af this plan, the 
Hoard remains virtually powerless in guiding future grawth in 
cur toawr.

WHITEFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT 


199@ marked the begirming cf ar ecencmic decline for the entire 
country. The northeast was particularly hard hit, and this pericd af 
econamic recessicn is reflected in many areas - job market, real 
estate values, wages - touching all areas of cur lives. 


This impact, although shared by everycme, is felt doubly in the 
law enforcement field. First in the area of budget and the demands ta 
hold the line, and if possible, cut, and secondly in the demand far 
service which always increases during pericds of hard times. 


Ir, spite of the eccmoamic picture, department workload and 
necessitated cvertime expenditures indicate that it is time ta take 
additicnal steps beyond the current approach cf ever increasing 
cvertime for the three full-time officers. Continued growth bath in 
the number cof calls for service and required irvestigticn will saan 
make this practice impractical due tc eccncamic and staffing 
limitations. In carder ta handle the existing workload during 199, 
944 avertime hours were required. This 344 hours translates into 35 
weeks at a time-and-a-half rate. On the surface this appears ta be 
arr excessive amount cf cvertime, but in reality it is a clasely 
watched area and only reflects the bare minimum cf what is needed. In 
addition, with the cpening of the new elementary schcol, we will be 
faced with the previcusly unaddresed question of providing traffic 
pasts for the safety cf the walking students. It will become 
physically impassible without additional staff ta fill the needs af 
students making use cf the additional necessary crossings. 


December of 199@ saw the ccompletion of arn extensive six month 
praject involving the expansicn and revision cof department policies 
and procedures. The implementation of the new policies and procedures 
in March of 1991 will result in vastly improved cperational guidelines 
for the department ard increase civil liability protection far the 
Towr. 


In cur efforts ta keep cur police cfficers among the best trained 
in the state, we continued to make cur in-service training available 
ta other area departments. In the course cf the year, 58 officers 
from 13 outside agencies participted in training classes, which on twa 
occasicns were instructed by staff previded by the NH Folice Standards 
and Training Council in Concord. In addition ta in-service training 
Classes, Officer Greg Hatfield completed an 13@ hour course ard was 
certified as a part-time police officer; and Officer Kevin Jordan, at 
his cw expense, completed a 1@-week ccurse at the Foalice Academy ir 
Concord and was certified a full-time police officer, graduating 
fourth in his class. Congratulations are due Officer Jordan for his 
commitment and dedication ta law enforcement.

CHILDREN’S COMMUNITY CENTER 


The idea for the Children’ Community Center criginated fram 
discussions of the need for a day care facility by the Wamen’s Group 
ef the Whitefield Methedist Church during the winter af 1975. By 
March af 1975, an independent group cf parents and ather interested 
community members formed a nom-prafit corporation and arranged ta rert 
the basement hall of the Methodist Church ta hcouse a day care. 


Two members of this group, Learme and Steven Millner, wreate and 
cebtained a manpower grant tc act as pregram cocordinators pricar ta the 
epening of the center. They scught donations, built equipment, 
defined pregram structure, and recruited children and prospective 
staff. . 


Ori July i, 1975 the Children’s Community Center aperned with ar 
ernrcliment of tern children. Much af the equipment in use at the 
Center had been berrawed for the summer fram the Traucenia Callege 
Nursery Scheal. In the fall of 1975 a private donatian af $5a@ 
erabled the Certer tc return the berrawed equipment and replace it 
with their cwn materials. 


By January, 1976, the Children’s Community Center had increased 
its enrclimernt ta 38 children, had a full time director, twa teachers, 
and ar active volunteer program. The pragram was cpen from 6:38 a.m. 
ta S:3@ p.m., five days a week and affered a morning nursery schocl 
program as well as day care services. 


In July, 1976, the Children’s Community Center moved intca new 
facilities in the Fitzmerris Building in the center of Whitefield. 


The Town cf Whitefield purchased the Ingram building through a 
Community Development Block Grant for the use af the Center. On 
Octcber 1, 199@, the Children’s Community Certer maved ta its new 
heme, 3@ Jefferson Road. 


We are excited by cur meve and cur plans for future expansicr. 
We will continue ta provide the community with quality day care. 


At the present time, the Certer has six employees: Diarmna 
Corrigan, Directors; Sally Hurtooan, Hockkeeper; Dianne Haker, Judy 
Ferry, Gail Cady, and Suzarme Horsler. 


We are a non-profit organization and a member af the United Way. 
Our hours are still 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m, Monday through Friday. We 
provide twa snacks daily. The children receive a nurturing and 
learning ervircyment according to their age and develapment. We are 
now licensed for 43 children, and are taking children six weeks 
threugh the icth year. 
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The Center is gcaverned by a board af directors. Varicus fund 
raisers are sponscred by the beard threaughcaut the year. These events 
include: car washes, quilt raffles, craft sales, and a Children’s 
Fest. 


We would like tc take this appertunity ta thank the ccmmunity far 
its continued suppart throughout the year.

199@ was ancther active year for beth the airport and its’ 
Ccmmissicn, AS it did for the past three years, the Airpart 
Commissicn continued ta aperate the airport not anmly as a gavernmental 
beady, but as the FRO (Fixed Hase OGperatcr) as well. 


Because cf the weather and the eccmneamy, 199% preved ta be a very 
unusual year. At the end cf January, the Ccommissicon had made the 
decisicon ta eccmncamize aperations by geing from a full-time paid 
cperaticon ta that af a valunteer caperaticon. This in large part was 
brought about by a downturn in corporate useage as follows: 


1. Burndy Cerperation was bought cut by Framatcme, S.A, 
which eliminated their Flight Department. 


ry 


- James River Corporation threugh rearganization and cast- 
cutting reduced their Flight Department from three ta twa 
lecaticons thus eliminating their Whitefield caperaticn. 


Despite these changes, the Ccmmissicn managed ta continue 
cperatians thanks in part ta many individuals wha volunteered their 
time. In additicn, we alsa continued ta pravide scenics, fuel service 
and flight instruction. This is in addition ta businesses cm the 
field that previde aircraft storage ard maintenance. In August, we 
started ta previde Jet-A fuel due in part tc the number af requests. 


The airport ceomtinues ta serve Simpson Paper Carporatican 
(Gecrgia-Pacific), Mountain Tire, rescart hotels, hospitals and other 
businesses cm a regular basis. In additican ta serving cur regular 
custcamers, the Ccmmissicon is continually locking for new business 
which will benefit not only the airport and the industrial park, but 
the ecancmy caf the whele Nerth Coaurtry. 


After three years af Airport Appreciation Days, the Ccmmissicn 
put an its’ first Arnual Airshow in August. Despite the uncertain 
weather in the Nartheast and the Middle East Crisis, the attendance 
proved ta be clase ta cur projections. The shaw proved tc be a hit 
with skydivers, airplane rides, focd, civilian and military displays, 
the arecabatics and flight demonstrations including the COORS Light 
Jet. The two day shew praved ta be encugh of a success that we are 
lecking forward ta the 1991 shaw. 
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As in the past, the airport and the Ccmmissicn extend an capen 
invitation tc all in the town and the regican ta came cut and visit the 
airport. We are always cpen tc suggesticans as ta how we can better 
serve you. The Ccommissicn meetings are held cm the end Tuesday af 
each manth.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Nerth Country Council is the nem-profit regional plarning 
commisian serving Si tawns in northern New Hampshire. The 
Council’s primary missicn is ta meet the plarmning and develcopmerst 
reeds cf its member towns. Specific assistance presently 
available fram the North Cauntry Council includes municipal 
training, eccencmic develapment, ccammunity develapment, scalid 
waste, transportaticn, water management, GIS mapping and rescurce 
management. When requested, the Cauncil provides prafessianal 
guidance and assistance ta Hoards of Selectmen, Planning Hoards, 
Zoming Boards of Adjustment, Conservation Commissions and Sclid 
Waste Districts in member ccumunities. 


Assistance provided ta the Tawn of Whitefield in 199@ 
included: 


* Previding a Significant amount of assistance cm the 
Day Care Center funded threaugh Community Development 
Hleck Grant monies; 


* Completing the Whitefield master plan; 


* Assisting the Flarming Hoard in drafting and presenting 
the Whitefield Ccamprehensive Develapment Guide; 


* Initiating a preposal tea conduct a 1991 Regicmal Househald 
Hazardous Waste Callecticn. 


In 199@, the Council alsa previded a variety of services cm 
a regicnal level. For example, workshaps were held informing 
local afficials of excavation site requirements, inncvative 
zeming, shoreline pretectian, rivers management and cultural 
resources, The Council worked clasely with eccmomic develapment 
committees throeughaut the regicm. The Council’s very active 
Transportation Ccmmittee focused an local and regicnal highway, 
air and rail issues. NCC’s Scalid Waste Coordinator continued ta 
advocate regional sclid waste management while working with five 
area sclid waste districts. 


In the ensuing year Nerth Country Council's work program 
emphasizes ccmmunity and economic deveicomernt at the subregicnal 
and local level, while comtinuing the existing focus in sclid 
waste and transportation. Under the leadershis af aur newly- 
hired Executive Director, Preston S. Gilbert, North Cauntry 
Council is fully ccmmitted ta preaviding timely services ta its 
member tawrs. 
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NORTH COUNTRY ELDERLY PROGRAMS 


Tri-County Community Acticn cperates beth the nutrition and 
transportation pragrams at the Village Center in Whitefield. Our 
primary scurces of funding are Gilder American’s Act funding (IIIB and 
TTIC) and Title XX Bleck Grant funding. These monies are federal 
funds which are administered by the N.H. Division of Elderly and Adult 
Services. 


CAF is currently leasing the Village Center from Jay Hartnett. 
During the past year there have been perscrmel changes inclucinrg a new 
Site Manager, Clara Hermessey, and an cm-site cack, Terry Crawley. 
There is an cm-goaing effart ta attract local seniors ta attend ard 
benefit from cur services at the Village Center. 


In addition tae "Meals" and "Wheels", we are pleased ta have Joyce 
DeWitt heading up an adult day care program, DAY KREAK. The day care 
pravides supervision and specialized activities for thase frail 
elderly in need. It also provides respite for family members whoa need 
relief from caregiving duties. 


With an increasing demand for services and the increasing casts ta 
previde cur services, it has became difficult ta maintain cur pricarity 
cf services ta those mast in need. 


The paositive support and statistical evidence we have af 
cammunity use indicates that we are previding much needed services. 
Therefore, we would greatly appreciate the Town of Whitefield 
assisting us financially to insure comtinuation af services toa your 
community Sernicar Citizens and their families.

We comtinue tc make changes and adjustments in cur services 
ta acccmmadate the needs cf the individuals we serve. We are 
comfident that these changes reflect the shifting demands ard 
interests cf the peaple whe use cur services. The changes vary 
fram rather dramatic pragram decisicns ta scme adjustments in 
existing services. 


During this past year, we clased cur eight-bed group home 
for Develcpmentally Impaired individuals (Mt. Eustis). We have 
placed mast of the clients in private homes in the ccmmunity. We 
continue tc provide services ta the clients, as well as training 
and suppart ta the families with wham they live. This change is 
intended ta bring these formerly instituticnalized individuals 
claser tao a normal life. We have opened a six bed facility in 
Littletan. This service is intended ta assist clients in cur 
Merital Health program make the transition inte independent living. 
There has been ar increase in cur case management capacity. We have 
expanded cur ability ta serve cur more irivalved Mertal Health 
Clients through an cutreach pragram. These changes have all beer 
self supperting. The support we seek from you is ta help fund 
existing services which are not supperted by third party payors 
cr inadequately suppcerted by the state. This includes cutpatient 
counseling ta individuals. without insurance, services tc children 
and elderly, and cur emergency services. 


MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES: 


We operate cne full-time and three part-time offices. 
The full-time office is located in Littleton at 16 Maple Street. 
The part-time offices are lacated in Wocdsville at White Mountain 
Mental Health and Develcpmental Services, Woadsville, at the 
juncticn of Route 1Q@ and Swiftwater Roads; in Lincaly at the 
Lin-Weacd Medical Center; and in Lancaster at Weeks Memcrial 
Hospital. 


Last year, we provided cver 4,966 cutpatient visits, a 16% 
increase in service. 
c Over 7@@ emergency visits 
co Our Partial Hospitalization Pragram shawed a steady 
increase in service. 
co Vocational training and transitional services are 
alse available. 


We offer a comprehensive array cf services including: <¢4 hour 
emergency, drug and alcoahel, case management, inpatient, and partial 
hespitalizaticmn. 
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DEVELOPMENTAL SERVICES: 


c Early Interverntican - Home-based service for @-3 year ald 
children wha are delayed in their develcapment. Services include: 
screening, assessment, treatment, and referral. We continue tea 
previde clinics threugheut cur regicn ta increase cur ability tea 
serve more children. Arnually, we average service ta sixty 
families. 


c Day Habilitation Program - FPrevides instruction ta cur mast 
severely impaired adult population. The program works in comjuncticon 
with their residential programming as well as previding training and 
instructicn in self care skills, pre-vocaticnal skills, paid work, and 
ether therapeutic services such as speech therapy and physical 
therapy. This pragram has been primarily used by former Laccnia State 
Scheal residents; hcewever, we have had ccmmunity clients wha have beer 
referred by the lacal schoacl system. Last year we served fifteen 
(15) clients in twa locations (Littleton and Fike). 


c Supported Employment - FPrevides training, instructicn, and work 
adjustment for mentally ill and mentally retarded individuals. Faid 
work appertunities for the individuals can take place either in the 
community cor in the Workshap itself. Last year, we cperated six 
jeb sites directly in the ccammunity. We recently turned cver cne 
cf cur job crews directly ta an emplcyer. We have alse ccmpleted 
ever twenty individual job placements. 


We are grateful for your past support af cur pragrams and lack 
forward ta continuing tc serve you in the future.

A mother, whase husband is in Saudia Arabia, and a new bern baby found 
many useful items. On request, winter jackets and other children’s 
clothes were given tc a young family in need in Kethlehem, N.H. These 
were delivered by cur volunteers. FPeaple with walkers ard wheelchairs 
find it very corveniernt ta shap by using the handicap ramp. 


Our equipment for the handicapped, which is cn loan, has been 
equally as busy. We have accomodated requests from Lancaster and 
Dalton residerits this year as well. We were not able ta fulfill the 
last request for a wheelchair, as curs was on loan in Lancaster. 


The Househcld Department has helped tc set up many a young couple 
just starting cut cn their journey through life, as well as helping 
cur senicr citizens replace worn cut items. The Gifts & Crafts Shap 
offers attractive gifts at a very affordable price. The children of 
Whitefield find it arn ideal place ta buy mem ard dad a surprise gift. 
The greeting cards at ter cents a card have brought many a youngster in 
for that special occasicn, 


The Christmas HKasket Committee packed ard wrapped 32 baskets far 
Whitefield and Dalton elderly ard handicapped residents. 


Our social activities at the center cconsisted of: arn Easter 
party and Easter hat contest; the Foetry Council caf Bethlehem met and 
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effered an interesting program; a scap making demonstration and two 
braided rug making demenstratians by Lillian Burns were given. Card 
parties were enjoyed throughcut the summer, and in August a wood carving 
demonstratics was giver by Millie Marse. A harvest supper was held as 
well as a Hallcween party. The Christmas Sale and Silver Tea Lunchean 
was held in November, and cur annual Christmas party was held at Four 
Derrs Restaurant in Lancaster. One of the highlights of the year was 
wher Gwerndelyrn Brado, a student teacher at C.D. McIntyre schocl brought 
her third grade class to the Center ta dca community service work with 
the children.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Whitefield as of and for the year ended December 31, 1989, as listed in the 
Table of Contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and generally accepted governmental auditing 
Fai covering financial and compliance audits contained in the Standards 
for_A f_Governme 1 Organizations, Programs, Activiti d_ Fun 
issued ~ the U.S. General Accounting Office, the Single Audit Act of 1984 and 
the provisions of OMB Circular A-128, Audits of State and Local Governments and, 
accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As discussed in Note 1 to the financial statements, the Town’s Water 
Department Fund does not capitalize fixed assets or recognize depreciation as 
required by generally accepted accounting principles. The effect of these 
material departures from generally accepted accounting principles is indeter- 
minable. 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town of 
Whitefield has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, 
accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, except for the failure of the Water Department Fund and 
Sewer Department Fund to capitalize or depreciate fixed assets, and the omission 
of a statement of general fixed assets, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly the financial position of each of the fund types 
and account groups of the Town of Whitefield at December 31, 1989, and the 
results of operations and such fund types and the changes in financial position 
of the proprietary fund types for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements. The information included in the 
supplementary schedule of federal assistance listed in the Table of Contents is 
presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the 
general purpose financial statements of the Town of Whitefield, Such information 
has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the 
general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in 
all material respects in relation to the financial statements of each of the fund 


types and account groups included in the general purpose financial statements 
taken as a whole.

NOTE 3 - BUDGET 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in budgetary funds 
are controlled by a formal integrated budgetary accounting system in accordance 
with various legal requirements which govern the Town’s operations. However, 
contrary to generally accepted accounting principles, it has not been the 
practice of the Town to adopt an annual budget for all Special Revenue funds. 
The Town budget represents departmental appropriations as authorized by annual 
or special town meetings. The Selectmen may transfer funds between operating 
categories as they deem necessary. State Statutes require balanced budgets but 
provide for the use of beginning fund balances to achieve that end.
